Not the Attorney-General, or he 
would be able to reduce his enormous 
majority to something like tractability. 
During tho past two weeks the coun- 
try has witnessed the humiliating spec- 
tacle of a Ministry surrendering one of 
its chief prerogatives by allowing a 
private member to introduce a Bill to 
amend the Constitution Act of last ses- 
sion, which Act was introduced by the 
Attorney-General himself and passed 
as a Government measure. It is but 
just to say that tho riidit was surrend- 
ered with very bad grace by the Gov- 
eernment, which, however, being com- 
pletely in the hands of its majority and 
reduced to the pass of hearing the sec- 
ond and junior members for Victoria 
continually cracking their whips about 
their ears, are compelled to submit ; to 
every indignity. But the introduction 
of a Bill was not all they were called 
on to endure. Whilst tho Bill was 
passing through committeo the second 
member for this city — Mr. C. F. "Wil- 
son — moved a clause to take one mem- 
ber from Yale and give him to "West- 
minster. The Attorney-General and 
his colleagues in tho Ministry immedi- 
ately informed their followers that they 
could not consent to the amendmont 
and would vote against it. Tho sec- 
ond and junior members for tho City 
replied that under no circumstances 
would they withdraw it. Tho leader 
of the Opposition warned the House 
that if the amendment were carried the 
Ministry would suffer defeat. The 
Attorney-General replied that such 
would not be the case; but the House 
broke up in some confusion, and in the 
intervnl between that and tho succeed- 
ing sitting the Attorney-General is un- 
derstood to have implored the with- 
drawal of" the amendment, which tho 
member for Victoria reluctantly con- 
sented to do rather than see the Minis- 
try go out. Tho mere fact of a private 
member (and he a supporter of the 
Government) introducing a Bill to 
amend a Government measure was in 
itself an implied censure. The passage 
of the Bill was a constitutional defeat, 
Had the amendment been pressed to a 
vote and passed tho Government must 
have resigned. Such is the inharmoni- 
ous condition of the Happy Family 
The so-called Head of the domestic 
circlo is kicked, buffeted and brow 
beaten by thoso who should pay him 
more respect. Tho struggle between 
the "faithful" reminds us of tho story 
of the traveler out West who, stop- 
ping for refreshment at a wayside inn, 
found the husband and wife furiously 
fighting. "I want to know who is the 
boss of this ranch?" said the traveler. 
"Stranger," replied the woman, pausing 
to take breath, "that's just what 
we're trying to find x>ut. If you'll wait 
about five minutes we'll letyouknow?" 

That's 
just what the Attorney-General is try- 
ing to find out.

Famino in Brazil. 



The scene in Committeo of the 
Whole on the Constitution Amend- 
ment Bill on Friday was possibly the 
most amusing and at the same time the 
most discreditable (to the Chairman) 
that has ever been witnessed in our 
Local Legislature. A member for Cari- 
boo (Mr. Evans) having been called to 
the Chair by the Speaker, thought it 
his duty to lecture the Committee gen- 
erally, and the Opposition members in 
particularly, for having moved amend- 
ments to tho Bill under consideration. 
Hon. members not having been accus- 
tomed to be scolded from the Chair, 
like so many children by a querulous 
old woman, took occasion to remon- 
strate with Mr. Evans upon his undig- 
nified conduct in the Chair. Tho re- 
sult was the member for Cariboo lost 
his balance, excitedly .spoke on the 
merits of tho question and got into per- 
sonal squabbles with several members. 
He made fierce threats of what he 
would do when other amendments came 
to be submitted to a subsequent sec- 
tion of the Bill and after the members 
for Comox and Yale — Dr. Ash and 
Mr. Maka — bad attempted to bring 
him to his senses by showing in the 
most pitiless and withering manner 
that he was making a spectacle of him- 
self, the scene perfectly beggared de- 
scription. Speechless with anger and 
excitement the irascible old gentleman 
violently struggled amid the laughter 
and jeers of House and gallery to give 
utterance to his feelings, but the press 
was too much for the sexegenarian, 
and beyond a torrent of strange and 
jawbreaking sounds — which, by the 
way, we hope M'ere not Welsh — the 
Committee heard nothing from him to 
indicate that ho apologised for his eon- 
duct. It is worthy of note, however, 
that ho did not put his threats in ex- 
ecution, but was as mum as a mouse 
thereafter. 



From the intercourse of Brazil witl 
the rest of the world not being very 
great, attention has not been generally 
drawn to the famine which has beei 
raging thero for more than a year. The 
district which has been chiefly afilicted 
by this scourge lies away to the north 
of the great empire, and is inhabited b 
a people who are for the most part 
poor. We are told that out of an 
original population of two millions and 
a half, not above a hundred thousand 
could be described as well off. As 
many other tropical districts, the cause 
of tho distress and destitution is the 
failuro of tho rains indispensable neces 
sary for a harvest. There is a Province 
of this district called Ceara, where the 
destitution has been so great that out 
of a total population of 900,000 more 
than half a million have perished. The 
details are of the most heart-rending de- 
scription. Pestilence added its horrors 
to famine, and cases of parents ' eatin_ 
their own infants aro said to have oc- 
curred. The country was turned into 
a desert, and the unburied corpses of 
those who had been stricken down 
when fleeing to the towns in the hope 
of receiving at least temporary relief 
lay on roadsides in all directions. Tho 
efforts made to mitigate the evil were 
for a good while very feeble and in- 
effective. As a specimen of what was 
suffered we give the following descrip 
tion, taken from a letter of a Govern- 
ment Commissioner: — 

"As I pen these lines I am torment 
ed, almost deafened, by cries, impre- 
cations, tears, groans of a people driven 
wild, and agonized by famine, naked 
ness and disease. A thousand at a 
time, they beg a morsel for the love of 
God, for the divine pity, that some may 
save for a moment some child torn by 
hunger. A grave woman, pushed about 
by the people, begs to save herself from 
tho monster that devours her to save 
the child in her womb. Another cries 
for broth for her husband, who is pro 
strated, almost inanimate, by that worst 
of diseases, famine. 

"Another shows her bony body, with 
hardly rags to cover her nakedness — a 
horrible sight. Another begs help for 
her husband, her son, her brother, all 
dying together. One just cried to me, 
'help me for the five wounds of Christ ! 
I am failing.' This one says, 'Scnor, 
liston to me, who am dying with my 
children.' She cries, groans, curses, 
but what can I do? There arc many ; 
there are so many, alas ! thousands who 
would have help at once. And how 
shall I help them when I have no 
resources? Eight clays ago tho Com- 
mission bought provisions and arranged 
money on the faith of the Government 
which had promised resources. But 
these have not come. We can do no- 
thing, and the people ' are cursing us. 
'They give to their favourites,' the 
crowd says, and then they cry fiercely, 
'You have food for us; give it at once.' 



It A IL WA Y FREIGHTS. 



If the Canadians wish to control the 
trade of British Columbia and supply 
the Province with their manufactures, 
thoy have got to make an effort to re- 
duce the cost of railway freight be- 
tween Canadian ports and San Fran- 
cisco. The rate from Montreal to San 
Francisco on most goods is G cents per 
lb., or $120 per ton. For the same 
description of goods shipped from Bos- 
ton or New York the rate is from 1^ 
to 2 cents per lb. The difference is 
striking; although the distance from the 
American cities named to San Fran- 
cisco is greater than from any point in 
Canada from which goods aro shipped 
to San Francisco. The high protective 
tariff just imposed will hardly shut 
English and American goods out of 
this market unless a revi. ion of the 
freight rates should take place. Goods 
may be sent in bond from any Cana- 



Tiie Way to Deal with Boys and 
Girls. — A lady sensibly says in an ex- 
change: It is not always easy for us to 
distinguish between what is essential 
and what is an accident of development 
in our children. For the former we 
must have long, patient and judicious 
training, reaching from infancy to ma- 
turity, slowly -weeding out elements 
that are noxious, and as slowly incor- 
porating those that are wanting, just 
as we graft pears upon quince roots or 
apples on the thorn tree. For the ac- 
cidental qualities we have only to wait 
their growth. Yet theso qualities, 
mainly, are not the essential ones that 
provoke scolding, of which mothers, far 
more than fathers, are apt to be guilty. 

The time comes fast enough when 
there will be no little careless hand to 
make a "muss" on the clean tablecloth, 
no tiny fingers to scatter things around, 
no clatter of childish feet on tho stair- 
way. Fresh paper may cover all the 
marks on the hard finish, paint may 
conceal the ambitious hand-writing on 
the woodwork, and those traces of boy- 
ish pranks that still remain, the moth- 
er's eye and heart may cherish, as sa- 
cred to the memory of tho dead or ab- 
sent, as something she would not will- 
ingly be without. 

In a genial, wholesome, tolerant, lov- 
ing atmosphere the boy or girl will go 
through the various stages of growth 
from childhood to adult life, dropping 
whatever is in its nature juvenile, little 
by little, as naturally as the bean vine 
drops its seminal leaves, but the for- 
bearance and loving patience of the 
wisp father and judicious mother who, 
under innumerable provocations, re- 
frained from scolding, will never be 
forgotten.

Mr. James Sullivan was recently 
before a Liverpool magistrate for refus- 
ing to pay* his cab fare and obtaining 
samples of sardines and canned salmon 
from a grocer under false pretences.

On going down stairs sho gave 
the woman some money and went 
away, leaving her umbrella in tho 
house. Sho shortly afterwards return- 
ed for the umbrella, when she was hor- 
rified and disgusted to find tho "corpse" 
and his wife dancing about tho kitchen 
apparently delighted with the success 
of their unnatural rascality.

The bill was read a first time; socond 
reading on Wednesday. 

. DRAINAGE AND DYKING ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced "An 
Act to amend tho 'Drainage, Dyking and 
Irrigation Act, 1873."' 

The bill was read a first time; second 
reading on Wednesday next. 

RENTS AND DISTRESS BILL. 

The House then went into committee 
on this bill, with Mr. Bennett in the chair. 

A clause was inserted as No. 4 regulat- 
ing tho terms of imprisonment for any in- 
fration of the rules of the bill. 

The committeo then rose and the report 
was ordered to be taken up on Tuesday. 

REVENUE BILL. 

The report on this bill was adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven then moved that tho 
bill be recommitted to amend certain 
clauses and insert others. 

Mr. Smitho said tho hon. gentleman 
had made a mistake in moving the adop- 
tion of the report, then immediately after 
moving the recommittal of the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven contended that his 
course was tho correct one. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said one step must 
be taken first, and the right thing would 
be when tho bill came up for its third 
reading to move for its re-commital. 

The bill was then recommitted with 
Mr. Harris in the chair. 

Tho proposed amendments having pass- 
ed without debate the committco rose and 
reported, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that the 
clauses bo road a first time. 

Mr. Ash said tho committeo should re- 
port tho bill in the usual form as complete 
with amendments and not read tho amend- 
ments a first or second time. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said he must differ 
from tho hon. gentloman, 

Mr. Mara suggested that tho hon. 
member for Comox allow the Govommont 
to pleaso themsolvus, for the Opposition 
had tried to get tho bill recommitted in 
a proper form but tho Government mem- 
bers would not listen to roason, but did 
things in their own way. (Hear, hoar.) 

Dr. Ash said ho was quite awaro that it 
was no use talking but as long as he re- 
mained in tho heuso ho would endeavor 
to havo tho rules proporly carriod out. 
(Hear, hear). 

Mr. Smitho showed that according to 
May tho bill was roported with amend- 
ments and no 1st and 2d reading were 
necessary, 

Beport ordered to be considered on 
Tuesday. 

MUNICIPALITY BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom was grantod per- 
mission to introduce certain amendments 
to this bill. 

Hon, Mr. Beaven said ho wished to 
riao to a point of order on tho revenuo 
bill. 



Mr. Mara said the hon. gentleman 
could only rise to a point of order on the 
question before tho House. (Hear, hear). 

Hon Mr. Beaven — Well, I riso to a 
question of rrivilego; (laughter) tho rules 
of the Houso havo been disabused, 
(laughter, and a voice, "wo will disabuse 
your mind of that.") He then proceeded 
to try and explain to the -Houso that his 
action on tho rovenuo bill was correct. 

Mr. Smitho explained very distinctly 
that tho course tho hon. gontleinan re- 
ferred to was only adopted when tho bill 
was amended in tho House without re- 
committal. 

The House then went into committeo 
on the Municipality Bill with Mr. Mcll- 
moyl in tho chair. 

Clause 1. Providing that section 4-t of 
tho Act of 1873 shall not apply to tho im- 
posing of and collection of a wild land 
tax by municipalities upon real estate. 

Mr. Smitho wished to know whether it 
was the intention to impose dual taxation 
as tho clauso gave municipalities power to 
collect 5 conts an aero on wild land and 
tho Houso had just passed a bill giving 
tho Government tho power to collect 5 
conts an acre also within rural municipal- 
ities. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the elauso was 
intendod to give the municipalities power 
to colloct wild land tax. 

Mr. Smitho said that was virtually dual 
taxation. Ho thought th.it if tho Provin- 
cial Government collected this tax, the 
municipality should not, or vice versa. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said tho municipali- 
ties now had power to colloct road tax, 
wild land tax and real estate tax. 

Mr. Smitho said it appeared strango to 
him that tho hon. gontleinan who had 
been roturned to the Houso pledged to 
abolish dual tax should now turn round 
and imposo a system of taxation to which 
he knew his constituents wero opposed. 

Mr. McGillivray explained that it was 
not intendod to bo a dual tax by tho com- 
mitteo on tho bill, but ho agreed with 
Mr. Smitho that as it now stood it would 
be double taxation. 

Mr. Boaven still objected to any amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilson said it by no means appear- 
ed clear that this was not intended as an 
extra tax and if it was not so ho would 
like it distinctly sot forth. 

Mr. Ash was glad that the last speaker 
had addressed the committeo as tho Min- 
ister of Financo would liston to him when 
he would not pay any attention to mem- 
bers on tho other side of the House (hear, 
hear.) Ho did not think any honorablo, 
decent man would listen to tho quibbles 
of tho Minister of Financo (hear, hear.) 
Honoverspoko in an open, straighforward, 
candid manner liko other hon, gentlemen 
(hear, hear.) Tho tax beforo tho Houso 
was as much a dual tax as tho real estate 
tax collected by the lato Government. 
(Hear, hear.) He never knew such a set 
of men as tho prosent ministers, they 
would liston to nothing if advocated by 
tho Opposition, no matter how just or 
roasonablo it might be (hear, hoar.) But 
onco let ono of their own supporters raise 
an objection to thoir measuro and it was 
astonishing how quickly they doforrcd to 
him. Tho Government ho felt sure would 
now admit tho amendment. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it was taking 
tho assessment roll of 1878 and placing 
this tax on all land not assessed in that 
year. 

Mr. Pimbuiy mcved an amendment to 
provide that when tho municipal tax is 
imposed the Provincial tax bo no longer 
collected. Carried. 

Clause 2, interpreting the term "wild 
land" to moan land not improved to tho 
extent of §2.50 per acre west of the Cas- 
cades and 81.25 east of them, with tho 
provision that tho improvements on tho 
lands of any porson in any district shall 
exempt an equivalent number of acres of 
unimproved land adjoining from the op- 
eration of tho section. Tho clause passed. 

Subsequent clauses, exempting school 
lands from the tax; authorizing every 
municipality to pass by-laws for raising 
it; also regulating the statute labor to be 
performed by males over 21, said labor 
not to oxceed two days (or in lieu thereof 
§3); also providing for recovery at law in 
case of refusal to perform said labor or pay 
the sum of §3. Passed. 

Mr. McGillivray said that at present it 
was necessary that there should bo thirty 
male inhabitants of a locality beforo it 
could become a municipality. He wished 
to reduce the numbor to 20 as was recom- 
mended by tho Select Committee. 

Mr. Wil Ison ridiculed tho idea and said 
it would bo just a3 well to havo a munici- 
pality for every family, 

Mr. Ash said the bill was a most im- 
portant one and moved to report progress 
in order to obtain further information re- 
specting it. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven favored tho forma- 
tion of small municipalities and the estab- 
lishment of county councils. Ho thought 
thero was reason in the suggestion of tho 
member for New Westminster. 

The motion was carried. 

CONSTITUTION BILL. 

On motion of Mr. Abrams this bill was 
road a third time and passed. 

ADMINISTRATION CF JUSTICE. 

Tho Houso went into committee on this 
bill — Mr. McGillivray in the chair — con- 
sideration of which was resumed at clause 
G. Subsequent clauses passed without 
dobato or explanation by tho Attornoy- 
General until clause 17 was reached. This 
clauso authorizos the Government to make 
"rules of court" for carrying the act into 
effect and comprises 8 sub-sections. 

Mr. Smiths strongly objected to the 
passage of the clause and expressed his 
surprise at the Attorney-General's taci- 
turnity, fie said an attempt had been 
originally mado to forco tho measure 
through tho Houso and tho Government 
would no doubt liko to pass it without 
opposition, The measuro proposed to 
give the Government tho power to upset 
tho Suprome Court routine T-a power 
which no previous Government had ever 
darod to arrogate to itself. It was, in 
fact, a power which ovon tho Privy Coun- 
cil of England did not enjoy, but it re- 
mained for the Provincial Government of 
British Columbia to assumo it, notwith- 
standing the fact that the Government 
consisted of only threo ministers, only 
ono of whom was a lawyer. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that tho Su- 
premo Court J udges had failed to make 
rules and orders for the carrying out of 
no less than eight important Acts, al- 
though thoy wore clothed with the neces- 
sary authority. It was probable, however, 
that the judges had not time to perform 
tho somewhat arduous duty. But unless 
rules and orders wero mado tho Acts "he 
alluded to must of necessity remain com- 
paratively inoperative In his position 
of Attorney General he hoped ho would 
ba able to find time, with tho assistance 
of professional gentlemen, to niako rules 
which would suit tho requirements of tho 
public. 

Mr. Smitho said that he -had never 
heard any complaint from professional 
gentleman with reference to tho non-cx- 
istonce of rules and orders, except in con- 
nection with tho County Court and Insol- 
vency Acts. He had no idea that there 
wore eight acts requiring rules and orders 
to render thorn operative He thought 



tho reason stated by the Attornoy-Genor- 
al was entirely insufficient to warrant the 
radical changes proposed by the measure 
before tho House. In reality the contem- 
plated changeii would render tho bench 
subject to tho will of a political party. 
(Government supporters— "Oh, no"). The 
hon. gentleman contended that it would 
and that greater evils would bo created 
than any now in existence. Ho thought 
that tho advice and opinion of the judges 
of the Supreme Court wero at least en- 
titled to consideration in so important a 
matter; but ho concluded that the Gov- 
ernment would not accopt of their good 
services. 

Dr. Ash thought it was high timo that 
somo action should be takon in the prem- 
ises and ho was not prepared to admit 
that the judges wero entitled to dictato 
to tho House what should be tho rules 
and orders. It wa3 Apparent that tho 
judges either from want of time or disin- 
clination had been unablo to make tho 
rules, and it was thoreforo nocossary that 
tho duty should devolve on somo other 
porsons; who so competent, then, as the 
Liout. -Governor in Council? Ho express- 
ed his disapproval of the appointment of 
Supremo Court Judges on commissions, 
and thought that their duties as commis- 
sioners could bo just as well performed 
by private gentlemen. Ho was sure there 
was no desire to treat the judges with dis- 
respect or at all unkindly, and ho trustod 
that tho present would bo tho last occa- 
sion on which they would bo tho subject 
of dobato. 

Tho clauso then passed and the bill was 
reported. 

Tho Houso then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
on Tuesday

The house in which Mrs. Hagar was 
murdered is haunted. Evory morning at 
2i o'clock and overy afternoon at tho 
same hour tho noise of a struggle is heard 
in tho kitcheu. No one can bo induced 
to sleep on the premises, and the owner is 
selling off his property and pro^a ing to 
leavo. 

A young man named Max Wolf, for- 
merly employed at the Walla Walla Hotel 
had his foot amputated last week at St. 
Vincent's Hospital, Portland. Ho had 
a bunion on his little too which a travel- 
ing chiropodist attempted to removo with 
scma quack nostrum. The toe became 
worse and worse, and finally had to. bo re- 
moved. Imflammation and mortification 
set it, making amputation of tho limb 
necessary, 

At tho execution of Johnson and 
Brown at Portland last Friday Johnson 
was asked if ho had anything to say, 
whereupon he replied, in a tono and man- 
ner more becoming a hawker than a dying 
man. Ho characterized tho execution of 
the law in his case as judicial murder; 
bitterly denounced tho court and jury 
who had convicted him; said that ho had 
killed no one, neither had any intention 
of so doing; he did not beliovo in roligion 
and never had, and should die as ho had 
lived. Brown delivered a long address; 
reviewed his career of crime, and said 
that ho had been chief of the San Jose 
robbers. Ho prayed; and oil! such a 
prayer, poured from tho very depth of his 
penitent heart. He implored God to 
havo morcy on his soul; implored forgive- 
ness of his sins, and prayed for Johnson, 
with such ardor as brought tears to many 
eyes. Ho also sang several religious 
Bongs. Tho two men were finally placed 
on tho trap, and at 2.30 tho drop fell and 
thoyjdied without a struggle. 

Mr. Bowman, a farmer, residing on 
Rock creek, Wasco county, lost his life. 
On the morning of Tuesday, March 4th, 
Mr. Bowman went to his work being en- 
gaged in excavating for tho burial of a 
largo rock, which would weigh thirty 
tons. While digging away the earth from 
beneath it the bank caved in letting it 
fall in upon him, killing him instantly. 

It is expected, says tho Bee, that from 
700 to 1,000 of China's heathen hordes 
will be brought to Portland next summer 
by tho ships Matchless, Aldcn Bosso, Co- 
loma and Herbert Black, now at Hong- 
kong under charter for this port.

A reading 
by Mr. T. R. Pearson, an instrumental 
piece, well played by Miss Anderson, and 
then came Miss Camoron who recited a 
fire scene at Charleston, and being en- 
cored gavo a Fourth of July address. This 
young lady possesses histrionic ability and 
is a great acquisition. In a cantata, sweet- 
ly sung, Miss Williams was pleasing as 
Eva. Mr. Archibald was happy in an 
Irish court scene, and Mr. Hawkins sang 
"To tho West" so well that everyone de- 
manded an encore. Miss Norris read a 
domestic scene so naturally and prettily 
that sho was called out again and popped 
the question in a Leap Year reading. 
Miss Andrews played an instrumental se- 
lection on tho piano very nicely and was 
much applauded. Mrs. Miller road 
Poo's "Bolls" with tho correctness and 
pathos of Mrs, Scott-Siddons, and when 
encored sho read Hood's "Bridge of 
Sighs."

Latest from Aliska and Cassiar. 

The steamship California, Capt. Chas. 
Tliorno, from Sitka and Wrangol, arrived at 
■EsquimaU on Sunday forenoon with the 
following passengers: J. C. Calbreath, J. 
McClusky, G. W. Cook, W. S. Stephens, 
W. J. Burwell, J. Pierce, Mat. Richards, 
E. A. Marsh, Wm. Moore, L. Melin, G. 
Kastromctinetinoff, Shop. Young, G. Bra- 
bant. 

Tho California loft Alaska on tho 10th. 
Tho Osprey was then lying at anchor in 
Sitka harbor; sho was 11 days in getting 
up. The Wolcott had also arrived and 
taking on board 15 marines and an officer 
from tho Osproy had started to intercept 
a flotilla of war canoes that had started to 
advise tho tribes living north of Sitku. 
Tho Wolcott was regarded by tho natives 
as tenas (littlo) and thoy could tako her at 
any moment, but for tho presence of tho 
Osproy, which vessel they stand in great 
dread of. Tho prompt arrival of the Os- 
proy was a signal for an outburst of heart- 
felt gratitude on tho part of tho pooplo of 
Alaska. Thero is no doubt that her 
prosenco has produced a salutary effect. 
Sho remains at Sitka until relioved b} r an 
American man-of-war. The California 
sailed from Esquimalt on Sunday after- 
noon for Portland. She has threo Indian 
witnesses of the Brown murder on board. 

A cqrrespondont writes us : Tho 
alarm of tho Sitkans was dispelled 
on tho arrival of tho OBprey, and the 
night after her arrival was the first on which 
a watch was not set. Tho Russian priest 
said, "Our wives and childron sleep inpoaco 
and security." As soon as tho Osprey 
anchored tho Indians gavo up tho proper- 
ty stolon from the cabin of the murdered 
man Brown. A regular patrol had been 
formed of tho residents and armed guards 
patrolled the town night and day. On 
tho ICth of February tho Indians prepared 
for an onslaught but were deterred by 
tho determined attitude of tho whites. 
Tho captain and officers of tho Osproy and 
Wolcott wero entertained at dinner on 
tho evening of tho 7th of March by Col. 
Ball, the collector of customs. The 
placo is' really in a wretched condition, 
thero is no rule and no law: everyono does 
as ho pleases. Tho only Government of- 
ficial is the Collector and if ho tried to en- 
forco any law that might oxist ho had no 
ono to back him up. In fact, tho place 
seems to havo been completoly deserted 
and ignored by tho U. S. Government. 
Ono thing thoy do is to pay revonuo tax on 
imported and oxportod goods also, but re- 
ceive no protection! Thero is no doubt 
that if tho Indians wero to tako thorn un- 
awares thoy might massacre the wholo 
crowd in a very short time. It is finally 
settled that the Osprey will remain until 
the arrival of tho Alort from San Fran- 



LATER — THE WOLCOTT S EXPEDITION ABAN- 
DONED FOR WANT OF COAL. 

We havo been permitted to make tho 
following extract from a private letter re- 
ceived from ono of tho officers of H. M. 
Osprey, written on tho 10th inst. , iustbo- 
foro tho steamer California left Sitka: — 

"Tho people came oft' shortly boforo wo 
anchored and wore delighted to soo us. 
They had been mustering guard night and 
day to prevent the Indians taking them 
entiroly by surprise. It appears tho tribe 
that gavo them tho most trouble, or of 
whom thoy were most afraid — tho Takou 
tribo — left hero a few days before wo ar- 
rived with tho intention, they said, of 
bringing back the Chilcats, another trou- 
blesome tribe. They have not yet turned 
up although tho people expected them a 
week ago. Everything is as quiot as poB- 
siblo hero at present. Tho day after we 
arrived tho U. S. revenuo cruiser Wolcott 
camo in. She was going up the coast tO try 
and capture tho chief who has boon kick- 
ing up this fuss. Sho was waiting to got 
coal from tho California, but tho latter 
camo in yesterday and cani.ot sparo any, 
and as tho Wolcott has only just sufficient 
to tako her back to Port Townsond sho 
cannot make the cruise. We woro going 
to leave here last Monday or Tuesday, 
but the people on shoro when they heard 
it bogged our captain to stay longer. We 
thoreforo stay hero awaiting tho arrival of 
the Alert, an American man-of-war now 
at San Francisco. Sho is expectod to ar- 
rivo every day, but no official intelligence 
has been received concerning her." 



Cassiar. 

The news from tho mines is extremely 
meagro. Cold weather prevailed at all 
the creeks and mining operations wero en- 
tirely suspended. The general health of 
community has been exceptionally good 
and no rocent deaths are reported. Our 
advices from Fort Wrangel aro to the 
11th inst., a few days beforo which date 
25 men left on the ice fur the mines. Tra- 
vel on the ice is lirst-class, and 100 ethers 
woro making active preparations to start. 
Several unimportant fires havo taken 
place during tho winter. On tho morning 
of tho 10th inst. tho Custom Houso was 
discovered to be on firo, but fortunately 
tho flames woro extinguished boforo any 
serious damage was done. Colonel Crit- 
tenden, Collector of Customs, was slight- 
ly burnt about the arms whilst assisting. 
There aro threo pack trains at Wrangel. 
Messrs. Callbreath, Grant & Cookhave 20 
animals, M. Thompson 2G, and W. Buck- 
ley 30. Feed is plentiful and tho animals 
arc in good condition. Tho weather is 
eloar and fine; only 18 inohes of snow had 
fallen, and a feature of the winter is that 
tho thermometer has at no timo beon be- 
low zero. Charles Baker and William 
Linguist wore two of tho party of pros- 
pectors murdered by Indians in tho sum- 
mer of 1874; tho names of tho othors wo 
are unablo to ascertain. Plunder was un- 
doubtedly tho incentive to the crime. 

St. Patrick. — Yesterday in St. An- 
drew's Church the Rev. W. Kirloy de- 
livered an eloquent discourso on the Saint 
as a missionary among the pagan Irish. 
He then described their career as true be- 
lievers, carrying with thorn to tho most 
remote cornors of the globo the spirit of 
tho ancient fire worshippers, the faith of 
the Saint and an intonse love for clear old 
Ireland. Tho rev. gentleman finished 
his discourso by recommending his peo- 
plo to spond tho day liko Christians, and 
to avoid brawling and "balling." That 
last word was a ukase against the ball, and 
several good dancers resolved to rest un- 
til Eastor. Ho did not think a boll in 
tho middle of Lent would bo a proper dis- 
play of the Christian spirit. Music by the 
choir was magnificent, especially tho last 
part which filled tho Bacred edifico with 
sounds vory like Saint Patrick's Day in 
tho morning.

Municipal Police Court. 

[Before n. C. Courtney, Esq., P. M.j 

Monday, March 17. 

William X. Selleck, on remand, charged 
with having wilfully and maliciously libel- 
led John T. Howard of Esquimalt 

Mr. Robertson appeared for the com- 
plainant and Mr. Drake for tho defendant. 

W. Fisher said he know tho defendant, 
and recollected a conversation with him 
on the 7th of February, when ho handed 
him a paper. They were speaking of Mc- 
Carthy and his delinquencies. Witness 
glanced at tho papor and laughed. De- 
fondant asked witness to read out tho 
paper. Thero wero two other persons 
present, a Mr. Davo and a Mr. Young. 
Read out a pjrt of tho paper, there was 
something about Mr. J. T. Howard, and 
in ono place it said ho harbored loose 
characters. This paper had reference to 
8 or 10 years back. The paper appeared 
to be a record roughly copied from somo 
book. Considered tho papor to havo been 
writton by McCarthy. One of these gentle- 
mon, in a careless way, said the papor 
was libelous, and tho other said "Oh, 
burn it." Witness advised Mr. Selleck 
to put the paper away. The conversation 
was about McCarthy and not Howard; 
was awaro that thero had been mis- 
understandings between defendant and 
complainant. Had never seen tho papor 
since; applied for it but could not get it. 
Witness applied for tho paper on account 
of Mr. Howard wanting it. 

To Mr. Drake — Tho document was 
shown as ono of McCarthy's doings. 

Thomas Lindsay, Police Officer, testi- 
fied to serving a summons on tho defen- 
dant and said that at tho timo he nerved 
it ho (defendant) took a paper from bo- 
hind tho bar and said, "You can read 
that." Tho paper contained statements 
concerning Howard and appeared to bo 
mostly taken from Police records com- 
mencing in 1872. There wero four 
charges, one of which was that somo timo 
back there was a row at Howard's and 
that a marine had accused him of having 
cheated him. Another that Captain 
Wylde had been cheated of 75 cents. 
The other two ho could not recollect. The 
paper was written by McCarthy and had 
his name attached to it. 

Joseph Dare, sworn, said ho resided at 
Esquimalt. Remombered being in Sel- 
leck's house about tho 7th Foby. Tho do- 
fondant produced a papor which was pass- 
ed round. It contained four or five en- 
tries dated 1872, making sundry charges 
against Mr. Howard, one of which was 
that of having harbored a convicted thief; 
another that the writer had found Btolen 
property in Howard's houso. There was 
also something about Captain Wylde hav- 
ing been cheated. Had sinco seen a card 
posted on Selleck's water tank and to tho 
best of his knowledge it was in Selleck's 
handwriting. Had never seen tho notico 
before it was posted up. 

William Young testified to being pres- 
ent at Selleck's on 7th Foby last and 
heard tho defendant ask Mr. Fisher to 
read aloud the contonts of a paper. Wit- 
ness, previous to Mr. Fisher reading it 
out, looked over his shoulder and read a 
paragraph to the effect that Howard had 
harbored a convicted thief; told the defen- 
dant that tho best thing ho could do 
would bo to burn it, but Mr. Fisher told 
him not to do so but to put it away. Tho 
conversation was about McCarthy. Sel- 
leck had said ho had Borne thing to show 
Mr. Fishor, which had been left- by Mc- 
Carthy and Mr. Fishor said ho recognised 
tho writing. 

Mr. Drako stated that ho did not in- 
tend to call any ovidenco. 

His Honor said ho thought it was a 
great pity that neighbors should quarrel 
in this way. Ho considered thero was 
sufficient ovidenco to prove that a libel 
had been published and must therefore 
8ond tho caso up for trial. 

Catholic Synod. — The Oregonian says: 
"Last Tuesday evening Archbishop Segh- 
ers was in this city, en route to Vancou- 
ver W. T. , for tho purpose of attending a 
Provincial Synod in conjunction with his 
Graco Most Rev. F.N. Blanchct of Ore- 
gon and Rt. Rev. A.M. Dlanchet of Nes- 
qually. At the conclusion of tho Synod, 
Archbishop Seghors will return to Vic- 
toria for the purpose of completing the 
business affairs of that Diocese, after 
which he will return to Portland and en- 
ter upon tho duties of his episcopacy. 
During His Graco's short sojourn in tho 
city ho was soronaded by St. Michaol's 
College band, to whom he tondered his 
thanks, expressing his pleasure at finding 
them so proficient in music. " * 

Prince of Wales Island.— Lodges of 
quartz containing gold, silver and copper 
have been traced for a considerable dis- 
tance on this island. They crop out at 
tho baso of tho mountains and aro of 
granito formation. Tho fact of the ground 
being covered with snow prevented tho 
ultimate destination of tho ledges being 
.ascertained. The island is doubtloss rich 
in minerals. The fishing station of the 
North American Co. is in operation, giv- 
ing employment to from 15 to 20 men. 

Fatal Accident at Cariboo. — A tele- 
gram received here from Cariboo states 
that Jno. Bilsland was killed on Thurs- 
day last by asnow slide from tho roof of 
the shaft house of tho "Two Brothers" 
claim, Jack of Clubs Creek. Tho body of 
tho deceased, who was well known in this 
city, was not discovered until Saturday, 
owing to tho fact that ho was working 
alone at tho time tho accident which caus- 
ed his death occurred. 

Ball. — Tho Victoria Shamrock Club 
celebrated St. Patrick's Day by giving 
their first annual ball at St. James' Hall. 
Thero wero about sixty couples present. 
Tho hall was tastefully festooned with 
flags for tho occassion, and Professor 
Haynes' quadrille band discoursed somo 
excellent danco music for tho worshipers 
of terpsichoro. All present expressed 
themselves highly pleased with tho man- 
ner in which tho committeo bad perfected 
the programmo for their entertainment. 

Indian Delegation. — It is stated that 
a delegation of the chiefs and prominent 
members of tho Sitka ' Indian tribes will 
uhortly proceed to Washington to mako 
known their wants and grievances to the 
U.S. Government.
